Plant propagation includes budd- 
ing and grafting, along with the 
other horticultural practices and 
plant production. They hope to 
have the plant propagation house 
completed soon. 

New Landscaping Course 

The landscaping classes cover 
the landscaping of a home, the 
different shrubs that can be used, 
and the arrangement of home 
fruit trees and vegetable gardens. 
Farm accounting and _ recording 
meets once a week, and includes 
keeping track of their farm pro- 
jects, their incomes and expenses. 

The agriculture students have 
plans to attend fairs whenever 
possible during their laboratory 
periods.

Final bids for Santa Ana col- 
lege’s’ new Student Union build- 
ing, will be opened Thursday, Oc- 
tober 138, college director H. O. 
Russell stated during the past 
week. Tentative plans call for the 
new edifice to be completed in ap- 
proximately six months time. 

Expected to be a popular meet- 
ing place for the men and women 
students of the Don campus, the 
building will measure ninety-five 
feet by one hundred and one feet. 

Large Lounge 

Different sections of the new 
building will include a large thirty 
by sixty-two lounge with fireplace, 
offices for the Associated student 


The Student Union will be 
closed Monday and Tuesday of 
next 'week. As a result of the de- 
plorable condition in which the 
lounge has been left since the 
beginning of the semester, this 
measure has been adopted by the 
student executive board. 

The purpose of the closure is 
to allow the custodians to restore 
the Union, as much as possible, 
to its original. condition. In the 
future there will be no beverages 
or food allowed in the lounge and 
if necessary this ruling will be 
enforced by further discontinu- 
ance of the Union.

Present plans indicate that a 
patio will be in the center.of the 
U-shaped student union which is 
to be attached to the cafeteria. In 
place of a soda-counter, food and 
drinks may be acquired in the 
cafeteria except during the lunch 
hours. A fountain may be placed 
in the union at a later date. 

After completion of the new 
union, the present student union 
building may be used by the ex- 
panded music and drama depart- 
ments.
